MIS ANNUAL REPORT. 

Wasnmoron, D. C., Nov. 27.—The Secretary 
of the Interior, in his annual report, refers to 
his recommendation of last year in regard to 
the Iudlaus, and proceeds to say: 

The consolidation of a number of Agencies has 
been undertaken with a view to a better location of 
the Indians, which willat the same time render 
more efficient the supervision and vossioly reduce 
the expenses of the Government, and lessen the 
opportunities for fraud and peculation. As far as 
the appropriations made by Congress would per- 
mit, agricultural implements and domestic caitie 
bave been furnished to the Indian tribes to set the 
Indians to work for their own support, aud to en- 
courage inaastrious habits. An Indian police has 
becn 1 at twenty-two Agencies, and from 
all of them favorable reports as to the working of 
the new system bave 2 received, 

THE DRONES. 

Instructions have been wiven to discriminate in 
the aistribution of supplies and annuities whica 
are not actual necessaries agaimet individgal In- 
dians who stew no disposition to work, taus dis- 
couraging idjeness. Permission.to send out hunt - 
ing parties hae been given only. Without h 
the Indians would have been expesed to want.

PROMPTLY RECT . 

Important changes have been made in the con- 
tract system and in the methods of accoantahility. 
An active supervision has deen exercised by in- 
spectors and special agents. The detection of 
fraud hae been followed vy vigorous prosecution, 
and omthe whole 1 feel enabled to say that the 
character of the service bas been raised in point of 
integrity and efficiency. 

In., however, far from pretendine that the 
presert condition of Indian irs ie What it ougnt 
tobe. The experience gained in the earnest effort 
to overcome difficultics and to correct aouses has 
enabled me to appreciate more clearly the task 
still to be accomplished. In my last annual report 
Istated frankly, and i have to repeat now, 
that in pureuing a policy ever s0 wise, 
and with a machinery ever so efficient, 
gradual improvement can de effected only 
by patient, encrgetic, and well-directed 
work in detail. An entirely satisfactory state of 
taings can be brought about only under circum- 
stances which are not and cannot be under the con- 
trol of the Indian Service alone. If the recurrence 
of trouble and disturoance is to be avoided, the ap- 
propriations made by Congress forthe support of 
the Indians who are not self-supporting must be 
libern! enough to be sufficient for that purpose, 
and they must be made early enough iu the year to 
render the purchase and delivery of new supplies 
possible before the old supplies are exhausted. 

Scond— Tue ludiau Service should have at its 
disposal a sufficient fund to be used with proper 
accountability at discretion in unforesecn emer- 
gencies. 

Third—Citizens of the Western States and Terri- 
tories must be made to understand that if the In- 
dians are to cease to be truublesome paupers and 
vagabonds, are to become orderly. and self-sup- 
porting, taey must have 

LANDS FIT FOR AGRICULTURE AND PASTURE; 
that on such lands tuey must be permitted to reign 
and estaolish permanent homes, and that sucha a 
result cannot be obtained if the white people in- 
sist upon taking from tuem by force or trickery 
every acre of ground tbat is good for anything. 
Tue first two things can be accomplished by appro- 
priate action on the part of Congress. The di- 
culties growing out of continually repeated en- 
croacuments by white people on the righws of the 
lndians may be lessened vy tne concentration of 
the Indians on a smaller number of reservations, 
but they can be entirely avoided even then only by 
the most energetic enforcement of the law on the 
part of the General and Local Governments. To 
this end it seems desirable that the Suuthwestern 
trides. whose present reservation appears insecure, 
or otherwise unsuitable for their permanent settle - 
ment, should be gradually removed to the Indian 
Territory. The Northwestern tribes will, in the 
course of time, have to be concentrated 
in a similar manner on a few  reserva- 
tions east of the Rocky Mountains and 
on the Pacific slope. To keep the Indiaus on their 
reservation and prevent disturbance aud couftlicts, 
the Commussioner of Indian Affairs recommends 
the organization of a mounted body of Indian aux- 
jliaries, to be drawn from young men of the 
various tribes, aud to be under the command of the 
military authorities. I heartily concur in tins 
recommendation. It is a matter of general ex- 
perience that the Indians so employed cau be de- 
pended upon as to joyai fidelity to the duties as- 
signed them. Dut the principal end of our Indian 
policy cannot be promoted by police measures 
alone. That end consist: in gradually introducing 
among the Indians the habite and occupations of 
civilized iife by inducing them to 

WORK FOR THEIR OWN SUPPORT, 

by encouraging pride ot individual ownership of 
property, und by educating the young generation, 
and no efforts should de spared to bring to bear 
upon them the proper moral influences in that 
direction. Such efforts shouid not be sneered at 
as mere sentimental fancies, for, should they be 
discouraged by the assertion that success is im- 
possibice, the advance made by some Indian tribes 
is sufficient proof that a similar advance may be 
made by others. Whatevermay be accomplished 
by the employment of force, it is certain that only 
as the Indians progress in the way of civilization 
they will cease to be a troublesome and disturbing 
element. The Sioux, so far, bave given evidence 
of a loyal epint, and rumors current of a disposi- 
tion on their part to beeome hostile proved un- 

founded. 

He also says that great difficulty was cncoun- 
tered in sending supplies from the Missouri 
River to the new Agencies. 

In consequence of a combination of! transpor- 
tation contractors to force the Govefument to 
pay exorbitant prices their bids were rejected 
and the organization of wagon-trains, to be 
manved by Indians with their ponies, proceeded 
with. The task wasa difficult one, owing to 
the character of the country and the circum- 
stance that the grass has been burned off the 
plains between the Missouri River andthe new 
Agencies, as ramor has it, by evil-disposed per- 
sous to bring about the failure of this experi- 
ment, but it has so far been successful. 

THE BANNOCKS.

THE ESTIMATES. 
CURTAILING ALL AROUND. 
Seal Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuinorton, D. C., Nov. 27.—The President 
will transmit with bis message the Book of Es- 
timates, showing in detail the sums asked for 
the service of the Government for the year end- 
ing June 30, 1880. While the totals for the De- 
partinents proper have been kept within the ap- 
propriations made by the last Congress, it is a 
curious fact that estimates of the Vemocratic 
House, which made so much noise about reduc- 
tion, appear at the opening of the book with an 
increase of over $61,000. Where the Senate asks 
an increase of the usual expenses for salaries, 
etc., of only $2,000, the House asks $10,000; 
and where the Senate asks an increase of $20,000 
in contingent expenses the House ask $50,000, 
only a smal! part of which is on account of the 
larger membership of tbe House. 

The estimates tor the Executive proper are 
the same as the appropriations of the present 
year. 

THE STATE DEPARTMENT 
asks an increase of $17,000, but $10,000 of this 
is for publishing the laws of the present Con- 
gress. 

The Secretary of the Treasury throughout all 
the numerous branches of that Department,

THE CHANNEL DISASTER. 
THE SELFISH SAILORS.

Lonpow, Nov. 27.—The fact that the entire 
crew of the Pommerania was saved, is consider- 
ed a remarkable feature of the disaster, although 
it has not yet been prominently brought out in 
any of the reports in the London journals. I am 
informed that one of the crew was overheard re- 
calling in German to one of his shipmates how 
the sailors drew their knives and brandished 
them in the faces of the terrified passengers to 
prevent them from filling the boats which were 
launched from the sinking steamer. As the 
Passengers drew back, the sailors crowded into 
the boats, and insured their own safety. 
These reports will undoubtedly receive close 
attention from the German Admiralty, aud the 
utterances of one of tue petty officers yesterday 
certainly call for careful investigation.

THE RAILROADS. 


IOWA RAILROADS, 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Dis Morngs, Ia., Nov. 25.—It is only a ques- 
tion of time—and it is not far distant—when 
the east and west Chicago trunk lines in this 
State will require a double track. Even now 
the pressure upon the single track is great, and 
short stretches of double track are necessary. 
The Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific have à dou- 


ble track from from this city to Altoona, Bwelve 
miles distant, which can, by a switch short 
distance, de extended to Mitchellville, sixteen 
miles, the recently-leased Keokuk line running 
very near that place. The Chicago, Burlington 
& Quincy is putting im a double track from 
Chariton to Russell, and the probabilities are it 
will be extended to Ottumwa. It is proposed that 
instead of running a double track to Mendota, 
it deflect to the northeast via Iowa City, Cedar 
Rapids, acd Clinton, to Mendota. By looking 
at the map it will be seen the project is not 
barren of important features. The three cities 
named are of no mean importance, with large 
possibilities ahead, while the intervening coun- 
try is not surpassed in agricultural wealth in 
the West, and it is nearly all under cultivation. 
Now, an additional track along the main line 
would add notuing to the local traffic or earn- 
jugs of the road. By taking this proposed 
route, there would be a largely increased local 
traffic, as also from intersecting north-and- 
south lines. It is feasible, for the rea- 
son that a connection can be made with Chi- 
cago by less milage than by the main line. 
From Mendota to Clinton the road is in 
operation, and probably earns less money than 
any otwer equal number of miles operated by 
the Caicago, Burlington & Quincy. From Clin 
ton soutawest, twenty-seven miles of the Clin- 
ton & Western Road is built and in possession 
of a company who would readily make con- 
nection with the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy. 
At Elmira Junction it would run to Cedar 
Rapids, thence to lowa City, thence along 
English-River Vallev to Ottumwa. From Cedar 
Rapids to Ottumwa or Sigourney a road will be 
surely built or begun during the next vear. 
Manager Merrill, of the Chicago, Milwaukee & 
St. Paul, has one eve on it with most positive 
intent. Ide begins it, that ends 
‘the above project, for both will not 
be built. But it is quite evident the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy could get a 
double ine to Chicago several hundred thou- 
sand dollars less in cost; aod make valuable 
sixty-five miles of road now unprofitable, aod 
largely increase its local traille by taking this new 
route. Unilers it does this, it will not be long 
beiore a powerful competitor will be poaching 
on ite territory, and Milwaukee will be in the 
market against Chicago. 

The survey has been made and the grade- 
stakes are being piaced on the Sac City & Wall 
Lake Road. A counter- movement is being made 
which will probably defeat this road. It is pro- 
posed to run a branch from the Des Moines & 
Fort Dodge Road at Gowriec west to Lake City 
and Grant City. It has strong backiog. and is 
now weli assured of guccess. This will defeat 
the road to Sac City. 

F. A. Brown, of New York, who represents 
the interests of the managers of the St. Paul & 
Sioux City Railroad, bas been recentiy inspect- 
ing the proposed branch of that road from Lu- 
verpe to Rock Rapids, ia Lyon County. He 
gives the people assurance that the road will be 
built, Ahieh is a consummation devoutly to be 
wished by a people who haye hitherto been out 
of the pale of civilization as it were, there be- 
ing po railroad in the county except one 
which is tucked away in the vorthwest 
corner of the State. The Chicago, Milwaukee 
& St. Paul will, however, bisect it diagonaily in 
its onward march to the Black Hills. 

Davenport basa grievance against the Rock 
Island Road. It complains that the Company, 
in order to exclude tue Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy from coming into Rock Island on its 
own track, has spread itself out all over the 
ground, as it were, and is building a depot at 
the only possible point of entrance for the Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Quincy, and that half a mile 
away from the city.

THE EAST-BOUND POOL FROM 
CINCINNATI. 

The official report of the meeting of the rail- 
road managers at Cincinnati on the 224 of this 
month, when the formation of an East-bound 
pool from that point was decided upon, has just

From it it appears that the following reso- 
lution was adopted: 

Resolved, That the Cincinnati pool shall continue 
for five months from and after Dec. 1, 1878. and 
thereafter until terminated by thirty days’ written 
notice by either of the parties in interest to all the 
Others. 

It was also resolved that a general office be 
opened in Cincinnati, and a joint agent be ap- 
pointed, who shail there issue all bills of lading 
for freight destined to points east of Toronto, 
Buffalo, Black Rock, Suspension Bridge, Port 
Huron, Erie, Dunkirk, Salamanca, Pittsburg, 
Bellaire, aed Parkersburg, by all lines, and to 
whom the roads shall report all tonnage passing 
through Cincinnati from points beyond not 
pooled, and destined to points east of those 
named above. Each road shall be entitled to 
have a representative in his office, which shal! 
constitute bis elerical force. 

Mr. A. E. Schrader was elected Peol Agent. 

Mr. Devereaux suggested the following d. 
vision: Atlantic & Great Western, 20 per cent; 
Pittsourg, Cincinnati & St. Louis, 24 per cent; 
Cleveland. Columbus, Cincinnati & Indianapo- 
lis, 24 per cent; Cincinnati, Hamilton & Day- 
ton, 12 per cent; Marietta & Cincinnati, 20 per 
cent. 

Mr. John King, Jr., ebjected to this, on the 
ground that 12 per cent being conceded to the 
Cincinnati.

tion of the Asylum be entirely remodeled by 
legislation defining the powers and duties 
of the Trustees and officers, making 
it a criminal offeuse for any one to exceed the 
power given them by the statute, that salaries 
and compensation be tixed by law; that the ap- 
pointing power now lodged with the Trustees, 
baving resulted injuriously to the best interests 
of the Asylum, authority to make such appoint- 
ments should be taken from them and lodged 
with the Governor. The revort is signed by 
four out of the five members of the Committee, 
the fifth, Gen. Edgerton, of Dodge County, be- 
ing absent. 

The Committee report at length upon the 
death of tie patient McDonough in 1876, prob- 
ably from strangulation resulting from being 
fed by force, be having refused to take food 
yoluntarily ‘for several weeks. One witness 
testified that Betts, Supervisor of the old 
hospital buudimg, became angry at McDonough’s 
resistance and jammed the plug with which bis 
mouth was forced open down to the roots of his 
tongue, in which condition soup was poured inte 
him from a pitcher by a patient assisting Betts; 
that McDonough strangled, became unconscious, 
and dict a few minutes alter. With regard to 
the case, the Committee und that the 
hospital records do not state the 
facts, but, in covering them up, 
are contraaicted by the previous records of Mc- 
Donough’s condition, aud by the evidence of all 
the witnesses examined. he evidence shows 
Betts to be cruel to patients, but hestill retains 
his place. Another case reported upon by the 
Committee is that of Mrs. Mary Kidney, a pa- 
tient, who was pen | scalded in a bath in 1876. 
The Committee Conclude that her death must 
be attributed to the carelessness of a female at- 
tendant, either in preparing the bath, or in 
leaving Mrs. Kidney in the bath-tub under the 
care of another insane woman. Most of the re- 
port is taken up with the tmanecial management 
oi the Asylum, and the Committee censure the 
resident Trustees and other Oflicers lor making 
a constructive allowance to themselves under 
various ptetenses. The resident Trustees are 
Messrs. Talbot, Brown, Kerr, and Schimmel. 
Ihe Superintendent is Dr. Bartlett. His assist - 
auts are Urs. Bowers apd James. 

Sale was begun today by the Governor of 
50,000 acrés of land appertaining to the St. Paul 
& Pacific Railway, between Watab and 
Brainard. The sale is under legislation 
reserving 100.000 acres to pay the claim of De 
Graff & Co., contractors, for grading done sey- 
eral years ago. Before the sale Gen. Sanborn, 
as attorney jor the Western Railway Company 
of Minnesota, which built and owns the road 
between Watab and Brainard, protested against 
the sale, and gave notice that his Company has 
begun proceedings in court to establish title to 
all lands appertaining to its road, free from any 
lien. The lands as offered sere mostly bought 
by D. B. Easton, of this city, at 10 cents to $1.30 
per acre. Some are valuable pine and hard- 
wood timber lands. Others are good agricul- 
tural lands. It is understood that Easton is 
buying for De Graff & Co.

STRANGE MISS FANCHER. 


A Girl’s Terrible Accident Thirteen Years 
Ago—Her Partial Paralysis and Blindness, 
and Marvelous Clairvoyant Faculty. 

, New York Tribune. 

From time to time during the past ten years 
newspaper accounts have appeared of Miss 
Mary J. Fancber, who has lived in her aunt’s 
residence, at Gates avenue and Downing street, 
Brooklyn, almost without food since 1865, and 
for a considerable portion of the time ine 
trance-like condition. Miss Fancher herself 
and her relatives, however, bave never been 
willing until recently that anything should be 
published in regard to the case, and conseyuently 
none of the stories that have been pubtished 
can be regarded as altogether accurate. An 
effort was made a few years ago to have a Com- 
mission of physicians aad scientific men ap- 
pointed to investigate the case, which is regard- 
ed as an extraordinary ene, but either on ac- 
count of the opposition ef Miss Fancher or ber 
friends the blau was abandoned. Miss Fancher, 
however. has kept a diary of events and expe- 
riences of each day of her prolonged sickness, 
and ber physician and others have made exten- 
sive notes upon the case, but these will prob- 
— be given tothe public until after her 

eath. 

Miss Fancher is now 31 years of age. When 
18, soon alter leaving the Brooklyn Heights 
Seminary, on account of her health, she was 
throwu while riding on horseback and broke 
several of her ribs. Soon after recovering from 
this injury she met with a serious accident. 
While alichting from a strect-car her dress 
caught on the step and she was tbrown down 
and dragged a long distance. Sbe was badly 
bruised and her spme was seriously injured. 
She was carried to the residence of her aunt, 
Mrs. Crosby, at Downing street and Gates ave- 


nue, where she has since lain in bed in one posi- 
tion. 


Sue has been visited by many physicians, 
clergymen, and scientilic men, Who have become 
interested in the case. 

Noone has taken a deeper interest in the 
matter than Prof. Charles E. West, of the 
Brooklyn Heights Seminary. He said last night 
that many of the apparently incredible state- 
ments in reference to Miss Fancher were true. 
He nad watched her closely to see whether he 
could detect any fraud or collusion, but he had 
not been able to discover any. He had visited 
her every week for eleven years, and had made 
notes of her condition. He did not believe that 
she had taken as much iood in that time as a 
person would eat at an ordinary meal. She haa 
been partially paralyzed and totally blind dur- 
ing much of that time, and yet she had 
done the most delicate work in wax- 
flowers, embroidery, etc. For nine vears she 
lay in a paralyzed condition, her muscles only 
relaxing when under the influence of chioro- 
form. Her right arm was thrown up behind 
ber head, and she was compelled to lay con- 
tinually on her left side. During ail this time 
she would frequently go into trances, and some- 
times remained in them ten, twelve, or fourteen 
days. Three years ago she came out of this 
rigid condition and her muscles became flexible. 

“For days,“ Prof. West continued, “she has 
been apparently dead. During all those years 
she has virtually lived without food. She has 
not been able to partake of anything solid 
but she has swallowed some fruit juices an 
water. Her mind is most remarkable. She 
uvdoubtedly has the power of — sicht. 
and can see as weil what is going oda mi le 
away as what takes place in her room. She 
never makes a mistake. Night and day are 
alike to her; indeed, she appears to prefer the 
night for work. She never sleeps, and only 
rests in her trances. When she came out of the 
rigid condition, which lasted uine years, she had 
forgotten ail that had happened during the 
interval,and began to talk about events that 
occurred before her sickness began. Her work 
in wax-llowers is very beautiful, and yet she 
had nerer done anything of that kind 
before her sickness. She rarely works from 
models, but makes ber own designs. The shape 
of any flower or leaf that she wishes to see 
she calls before her mind. 

Dr. S. Fleet Spelr, Miss Fancher’s physician, 
Said that he did not feel at liberty to make any 
statement in regard to the case, although he 
had been familiar with it from thé first. He 
could not state positively that Miss Fancher had 
lived without food for thirteen years, because 
he bad not been with ner all the time, but he 
Knew that she had eaten very little. Once he 
made an experiment by giviog her an emetic, 
and it showed that there was no food in the 
stomach. He bad also pumped food into the 
stomach, but it was rejected. Dr. Speir added 
that he never believed that Miss Fancher 
attempted auy deception, nor had he 
suspected that she gs deception. 
Dr. Robert Ormiston, of No. 74 Hanson place, 
said that he had scen Miss Fancher maby times, 
but he had never detected any deception on ber 
part. He was not a believer in the super- 
natural. yet he bad seen ber write uvon 4 sigte 
the contents of 4 letter received by a member of 
the family from Buffalo, whicu had apparently 
never been opened. 

Tae Rev. Dr. Joseph T. Duryea was found 
last night in the Classon Avenue Presbyterian 
Church, of whieb he is tue pastor.

Is It Best for It to Be Solid? 
New Oricans Times (Confed.). 

Rippling alone the margin of the South, 
through Kentucky, and Tennessee, and Virginia, 
and widening out like the wave of a stone cast 
into placid waters, comes the question of the 
Solia South. Will it pay to have a “Solid 
South,” aod what will be the result of building 
up that issue? The question is an old one with 
the Northern papers. Already it bas been dis- 
cussed, ani such shrewd politicians as Chand- 
ler, Blaine, Kellogg, Hale, and others have de- 
cided and declared that the salvation of the Ke- 
publican party consists in promoting and main- 
taining a Solid South. In their philosophyitseems 
that a united South will, ipso facto, make a 
united North, and this is to their notice the 
cheapest and most expeditious way of bringing 
together the scattered cohorts of the old Re- 
publican army and reorganizing it for the great 
conflict of 1880, Betimes the issue will reach 
us and have to be considered, though we believe 
that our friends in the border States are some- 
what premature in accepting it as A living issue 
now. it is too soon to say whether tie solid 
South is barming Southern interests, aud we 
have no hesitation in saying that it is never a 
vital question with us Whether anything that 
we do is good for the National Democratie 
party. What the South needs and de- 
mands constitutes the problem detore 

and that is for the present 

abeyance, Of course the issue 
is full of moment, and, as we see the North 
drawing together in hostility as we rear @ com- 
pact and harmonious front, we are bonnd to ask 
ourselves whether it 8 wise to foster and pro- 
mote auch au alignment. That, however, is the 
only question. The National Democratic party 
has no right to entertain views, or cherish pur- 
poses Which come into conflict with tue Souta. 
The South give to that party its strength, its 
brains, its very existence, and the South is en- 
titled to a first place in all its plans. What we 
have to consider is Whether we will imperil or 
interests in consolidating 
our limes avd eementing our bonds, and 
where, if possible, we may further our 
interests Oy alliances or coné¢ssions. If 
a solid South will really and inevitably 
result in a solid North, it behooves us to reflect 
whether it be weil for us to draw again the 
trans-continental line which will array our na- 
tional strength and national sentiment in hos- 
tile legions and revive in all its old bitterness 
the sectional warfare of the past. At present 
public opinion seems to hold that this will be 
the conseqmence, yet public opinion is often 
mistaken, aud i were better to depend upon 
the mature and deliberate thought of cooler 
moments and greater leisure belore arriving at 
a conclusion. Certdiuly, the éubject is nat one 
to be lightly disposed of. The issues are too 
grave aud the interests too stupetdous. Never- 
theless the choice bas to be made sooner or 
later, for to this we are drifting on the surface 
of the current as it runs to-day.

His Views of the President's Policy. 
Cincwmnati Commerciai. 

A reporter of the Commere al called upon ex- 
Secretary Cox, who has come to Cincinnati to 
reside, for an expression of his opinions on pub- 
lie questions 

Is there not danger that Congress will 
plunge into a sectional controversy—solid South 
and solid North—to the neglect of public busi- 


ness! 

“There is always danger that most time will 
be occupied by topics on which political feeling 
is easiest aroused, but I hope that economic 
questions have sucb a bold on the public interest 
now that they will maintain their place in dis- 
cussion till the popular judgment is settled and 
made irrevocabie.’’ 

What will become of the Potter investiga- 
tion, and will the Florida cipber telegrams be 
overhauled and opportunity given the negotiat- 
ors for explanation?” 

have no intimation what course the ma- 
jority of the Committee mav take; but it 
scems plain to me that one of two things must 
be done. Either the Committee must stop

With 
its failure came a necessary postponement for 
an indefinite time of the division of the South- 
ern whites into two parties, which wouid be 
the only salvation trom a rule of intimidation 
aud ballot-box stuffing there, It sounds absurd 
to any one who has been even a little bemud 
the sceves to speak of that as the President's 
tallure.“

THE COURTS. 


Yesterday's Proceedings at the Bar. 

In the divorce case of Kate Miller vs. Michael 
Miller, the defeudant filed his answer yesterday. 
He charges that he has always bern a true and 
faithful husband, and denies generally that he 
has ever been guilty of cruelty. In particular 
he denies that he ever kicked his wife, or drew a 
revolver on her, or struck her with a chair or a 
piece of wood, or attempted to cut her with a 
carving-knife. He admits he had one in his 


hand on the occasion charged, in May, 1874, but 
claims he used it to ward off an assault she 
made ou bim. He then charges that his 
wife has been guilty of cruelty 
toward him, and has frequently beaten 
him, and often refused to prepare his meals. 
Finally, he says he was compeiled to leave her, 
she having destroyed his means of getting a 
livelihood as far as she could. Since he left her 
he has cout ributed according to the best of his 
ability toward the support of his family, though 
he has been partially incapacitated for several 
years back by brain sickuess from active work 
in his prolession. 
THE SPAIDS CASE. 

A mighty endeavor was made yesterday on the 
part of Spaids, the ex-Presiaent of the Chicago 
Starch Company, to secure bail, he having been 
lying in durance vile now for several weeks. 
His attorney, Charles Cameron, made an appli- 
cation yesterday afternoon before Judge Mason 
P. Loomis to file a schedule as an insolvent 
debtor, which being allowed be would have the 
right to go out on bail. 

The atlidavit on which he was arrested set 
forth that be in companv with the co-defendant 
had levied a fictitious distress warrant on the 
Chicago Starch- Works; that the lease under 
which be had made the levy was fictitious; that 
the lessors bad no interest in the property., nor 
had they ever executed such lease; and that 
the power-of-attorney under which the warrant 
was levied iu behalf of the lessors was also fic- 
titious. 

The action yesterday was on the case, for ma- 
liciously taking the plaintiff’s property under 
fictitious proceedings. On his fling the applica- 
tion, the counsel for the Starch- Works, Mr. 


Emery A. Storrs objected to the right to sched- 
ule onthe ground that malice was the gist of 


the action, and there could be no recovery in 
that action without showing malice. 

Spaids’ counsel, Mr. Cameron, argued that 
the County Court could try tue question of 
malice as a matter of fact. 

After hearing the full argument, Judge 
Loomis delivered ap ovinion in which he held, 
first, that the right to schedule vas merely 
statutory, and could be extended only to those 
cases which were enumerated by the statute; 
second, that it was for the Court to determine 
on an inspectiou of the papers whether or not 
malice was the gist of the action; third, that 
he could not put in an application to schedule 
aud try the question of malice as a matter of 
fsct; fourth, that tbe gist of the action was 
malice, inasmuch as the plaintiff could not re- 
cover without showing it. And, therefore, the 
Court denied the avplication, and Spaids was 
remanded to jail. 

Mr. Cameron said, on leaving the court-room, 
that he intended to apply lor a mandamus in 
bebalf of his client, but Mr. Storrs is of tne 
opinion that it will not do him any good. Spaids 
was looking rather gloomy, although he seems 
to retain his usual good health, potwithbstand- 
ing bis incarceration in the jail.

York B Ominous tions of 
War~—Possibilities of an Anti-lank Polit- 
ical Crusade Interviews with Ohio States- 


ces Correspondence New York Heratd. 

Cincinnati, Nov. 22.— The action of the Com- 
mittee of New York bankers, who met with 
Secretary Sherman recently to consult about the 
part the banks are to take iu Carrying resump- 
tion into practical effect, has caused no little 
comment among the business men, the bankers, 
and the politicians here in the centrsai city of the 
Middle States. It will be remembered that it 
was here, and more than six months ago, that 
the first announcemeut was made by a National 
bank of its readiness to redeem ite circulation in 
gold; and following the example of that bank a 
dozen or more gave out that they were willing 
to do the same thing. And with the example 


of these Cincinnati banks as a guide to one’s 
opinion, it is not difficult to predict the success 


of resumption the country over. In the six 
months’ time tnat they have heid gold in their 
Vaults to meet their paper they have, all to- 
gether, paid out about $10,000 to $12, 

THE QUESTION OF SILVER. 

But while the question of resumption in gola 
appears to be so‘ nearly settled, there is the 
concurrent one of what part silver is to take in 
it, which comes up now aud is causing the dis- 
cussion. Ohio was foremost among the West- 
erp States in the demand for rem netizing the 
silver dollar. A year ago this demand was 
agreed upon by men of ail parties, and both 
Republican and Democratic members of Con- 
gress trom this State worked to that end. The 
time which has since elapsed may have nee 
the feelines of a few on this topic, but still it i 
safe to assume that a large majority of the 

ople of all cities here in the West are still in 
— of the dollar of the daddies, as it was 
christened here. 

it was both a surprise and a disappointment 
that this Association of New York bankers, 
acting in conjunction with the Secretary of the 
Treasurv, should at this early day alter its re- 
monetization attempt to discriminate against it 
or try to secure ite abe from the coinage 
of the country. 

THURMAN’S OPPORTUNITY. 
But there is another view of the case, and 
that is a political one, which will remove the 
angs of disappointment from many of the 
emocrats. It gives Seuator Thurman an op- 
rtunity to commence bis fight against the 
National banks, which he will not be slow to 
nu prove. A day or two after the Ohio election 
Senator Thurman was interviewed by the Eu- 
quirer, and the interview was telegraphed to the 
Herald, in which he took occasion to announce 
that he had commenced a fight against the Na- 
tional banks which he meant XX up with 
all the ability he possessed. This will give him 
a fair footing fora vigorous fight, and be is a 
good fighter. Herein the West.it will set him 
far in advance of any other Presidential candi- 
date, whether he winsor not, and his friends 
are jubilant over this fact. It is regarded b 
them as a part of the good luck that has uni- 
formly followed him during late years. 

A tew interviews with well-known Western 
men on this silver question will give a good idea 
of the tone of sentiment. 

SENATOR STANLEY MATTHEWS. 

Mr. Matthews, who is supposed to be nearer 
the Administration than any one else, is opposed 
to this move on the part of the banks, and does 
not hesitate to predict that it will end in array- 
ing the people of the West against them as a 
class. Said Senator Matthews to-day: . 

„It is an attempt by the banks to dominate 
over the law-making power of the Government. 
Tuev say in effect to Congress and the Secretar 
of the Treasury. ‘If vou pass laws that don’t 
suit us we will abrogate them. We don’t want 
the silver dollar to become a part of the curren- 
cy of the country, and we will thereiore pay no 
regard to the law whieh says it shall be.’ Such 
a course can only result in antagonizing the 
people against the banks.” 

„It cannot have the effect thev desire, then; 
that is, to get Congress to repeal the Silver 
Dollar law!“ 

No; that would be impossible. The vote by 
which. that law was passed last winter—you 
know it passed over the President’s veto—will 
insure its remaining on the statute-books. The 
people are in favor of silver, especially the peo- 
ple here in the West, and they would never con- 
sent to its abolition or us demonetization.”’ 

‘Then it will open the fight against the Na- 
tional baus? 

“Tf the National banks throughout the coun- 
try show a disposition to indorse the action of 
these New York banks it certainly will array the 
people against them, because the people feel 
that they are assuming too great powers when 
they propose to set aside laws as though they 
were pot made to affect them.“ 

‘May it not interfere with resumption?” 

„Or course, anythiu thut tends to complicate 
the workings of the proposed plan of resump- 
tion adds to the possibilities of its failure. It 
is desirable that all influences should be made 
to harmonize in bringing about a return to 
specie-payments. Ihe banks have todo their 
part, apd they must be assisted as far as possi- 
ble by the business men. Whatever tends to 
divide these interests makes the problem a 
more difficult one; but still it looks now as 
though everything would etry smoothly and 
resumption be accomplished without any 
serious trouble.” 

SENATOR BECK. 

Senator Beck, of Kentucky, who has been 
here for a Gay or two en route to his home from 
the Northwest, is more outspoken than Stanley 
Mattbews on the subject: 

It becomes a serious matter,“ said the 
Senator, *“‘wheu the banks can join together 
and agree to set aside the law of the land, as 
though they were not bound to obey it as weil 
as any one else. It shows that they feel they 
are able to control the Government of the 
country. to rule instead of being the subjects 
of rule.” 

** Will they de able to enforce their rule?” 

It is likely they will. The power of fifty or 
sixty banks, such as thev, banded together to 
carry out acertain policy, is very great. At 
times that power has been able to control the 
policy ot the Treasury. It is vot improdable 
that they may be able to keep silver out, as they 
propose to.” , 

But can they secure a repeal of the Silver 
law of last winter!“ 

No, they cannot. That law was passed over 
Hayes’ veto, and Congress will not repeal it. 
The bank power is very strong, I'Il admit, inthe 
East, dut it can’t do anything when it comes to 
runving against the current of public opinion 
such as was aroused when we passed the Silver 
bill over a veto message from tne President of 
the United States. Besides this, it will raise a 
fight against the banks themselves that will not 
be settied soon. It is the very worst thing they 
could have done if they expect to continue in 
existence. It arrays the masses of the people 
in opposition to them, and makes bank or anti- 
bank an issue for future cam paigns.”’ 

THEODORE COOK. 

Mr. Theodore Cook, for many years President 
of the Fourth National Bank of Cincinnati, and 
also a prominent Democratic politician, said: 

„think there will be no trouble in floating 
twenty or thirty millions in silver dollars pro- 
vided the Government will withdraw the $1 and 
$2 bills, as it ought to, There should be no pa- 
per money issued less than $5. That would 
give the silver a chance for circulation and still 
pot make it se picnty as to be likely to become 
a drug.“ 

„But when the banks announce that they 
will not take it on deposit, will not that create a 
prejudice against the banks f“ 

It undoubtedly would.” 

* And then what!” 

„It might become a rallving point on which a 
fight would be made iu politics.“ 

„% That might help Thurman materially in his 
announced fight against toe banks?’ 

“ It certainly would.” 

Mr. Cook is one ot Thurman’s strongest ad- 
herents. He will be remembered as the well- 
kpvown politician wo was a party to the Put-tu- 
Bay Conference in 1874, when Thurman was re- 
ported to have expressed his mind freely and 
unfavorably as to the conduct of the sott- money 
campaign in Ohio the year before. Mr. 
belongs to whatis known as the hard-mooey 
Democracy in Ohio, and his opinions are re- 
ceived with consideration not alone in the West. 
but also taroughout the East, where be is well 
known. He and Senator Stanley Matthews, 
though now opposed in politics, formerly 
worked together in the Democratic ranks, and 
are still warm friends. 

MR. HUGH COLVILLE. 

Mr. Hugh Colvilie, President of the Commer- 
cial Bank. of which Se@ator-elect George H.

These 
instructions seem to have been promptly fulfill- 
ed, and the card made its appearance agam at 
Chemnitz, 117 days after it had been dispatched, 
covered with the stamps of the various stations.

There is a slight smell of gunpowder on 
the western frontier of Persia.

Perhaps the 
Shah, seeing that Turkey lies helpless at the 
feet of Europe, is determined to test the 
question as to how much vitality there is in 
the Sick Man.” 

The Canadian vice-regal party left Halifax 
yesterday for Montreal, expecting to reach 
their destination to-morrow shortly after 
noon, as their railway train travels during 
the day only. The departure from Halifax 
was witnessed by a big crowd, among them 
the officers of the British war-vessel Sirius, 
which was sent out from Halifax 
eight days ago to meet the Sarmatian 
as a measure of precaution against possible 
Fenian cruisers.

THANESGIVING--THE OLD AND THE NEW. 
The President and the Governors of the 


several States have issued their proclamations 
commanding that this Thursday be set apart 


from the other days of the year by the people 
as a day of thanksgiving for the blessings 
showered upon them by a benign Providence. 
The institution of Thanksgiving, as a public 
observance, descends to us from the Pilgrim 
Fathers. The Puritans were a peculiar 
people, and although stern, dogmatic, and 
intolerant, they were certainly not less hon- 
est or less virtuous than other men. If they 
were aggressive, and disposed to force their 
opinions and customs upon others, they were 
not too haughty to learn wisdom by experi- 
pienoe, or too stupid to change their views 
when convinced of error. Hence time has 
worn off the rough edges of Puritanism, as 
it has polished the manners of the typical 
Yankee; and, if we are in a measure com- 
pelled to render thanks once a year, we are 
not driven into church like a pareel of 
school-boys and forced to kneel at the 
altar whether we will or no, on 
pain of being subjected to tlie penalty of 
flogging andafine. If the manner of ren- 
dering thanks has been modified by the flight 
of years, the subjects deemed especially 
worthy of thanksgiving have also 
changed. Doubtless the Puritans were 
wont on Thanusgiving- Day, after 
having partaken of a breakfast of 
fried chicken, to repair to church and re- 
turn fervent thanks for the burning of the 
last-known witch in the neighborhood; for 
the detection and punishment of the good- 
natured husband caught in the act of kissing 
his wife on Sunday; for the banishment of 
Jon Surrun as a penalty for the free expres- 
sion of dangerous opinions”; for the or- 
der of the General Court” prohibiting 
women from “‘ meddling in surgery, or phisick, 
drinks, plaisters, or oyles,” and from ques- 
tioning matters of religion except with the 
elders for satisfaction; for the righteous or- 
der of the General Court directing that all 
Quakers be seized, stripped to the waist, tied 
to a cart’s tail, have their ears cut off, be 
whipped through Boston and the adjoining 
towns, and then banished, etc., etc. 
The discovery of America,” said Vor- 
ram, is the greatest event which has ever 
taken place in this world of ours, one-half of 
which had hitherto been unknown to the 
other. All that until now appeared extraor- 
dinary seems to disappear before this 
sort of new creation.” Judged by the 
objects deemed worthy of thanksgiv- 
ing by the people of America 250 
years ago, Vorramz's estimate of the 
importance of the new discovery would 
seem to have been exaggerated. But the 
origin of the Puritans must not be forgotten. 
Only a hundred years before these curious 
thanksgiving ceremonies of the Puritans, in 
England, in 1540, Protestants and Catholics 
were dragged from the Tower to Smithfield 
on the same hurdle by direction of Henry 
VIII., and the formér burnt as heretics and 
the latter hanged as traitors: for having 
denied the King’s supremacy. Still later 
(1572), in France, occurred the horrible 
massacre of St. Bartholomew, One Catho- 
lic boasted of having ‘‘ ransomed from the 
massacre more than thirty Huguenots in 
order to torture them at leistire.” So gu- 
preme was the power of superstition preva- 
lent at the time, that it is related that a thorn 
having flowered the next day in the Ceme- 
tery of the Innocents, the pretended miracle 
revived the spirit of fanaticism, and the 
massacre was renewed. Three-quarters of a 
centufy later (1648), coarse brutality distin. 
gaished both the people and Government of 
England. The scenes attending the trial and 
condemnation of Caaruzs I. were farcical as 
well as tragic. He was denied a hearing 
both before and after sentence, and was 
dragged from the chamber amidb the insults 
of the soldiery and cries of Justice! 
** Execution!” And Cromwett, the hero of 
the occasion, is described as “bold and 
noisy.” It is narrated of him that, being the 
third to sign the death-warrant, he playfully 
splashed with ink the face of Henry Man- 
rx, who sat next him, and who at once 
played him a similar trick, We need not 
condemn the Puritans too severely for 
burning witches and cutting off the ears of 
contumacious Quakers when it is considered 
that their kinsfolk of England were so lately 
Bir a gee age and brutal. 

us, then, in view of the retrospect. 
render thanks for a larger measure of civil 
liberty, for more religious tolerance, for re- 
lief from the bouds of superstition, for more 
stable Governments, for less crue) and op- 


pressive laws, for a broader and more com- 
Drehensive charity towards the foibles, weak- 


poor, for the spread of intelligence, and the 


| contraction of the areas of ignorance. And 


let us not forget to render thanks for the 
material agencies through which these bless- 
ings have come,—agencies of the more rapid 
increase of wealth, and so of the promotion 
of intellectual and moral growth and physic- 
al comfort,—the railway, the telegraph, and 
the telephone. These and a thousand other 
cunning contrivances unite all interests, and 
make of all nations of the earth one people. 

Those who embrace the Roman Catholic 
or the Protestant faith may render their 
thanksgivings and others that may occur to 
them within the pale of their several churches. 
But, thanks to that spirit of religious toler- 
ance which is the growth of scarce an hun- 
dred years, those who believe differently, or 
do not believe at all, may render thanks in 
the open air or in the ¢ircles of their own 
homes, under their own roof-trees. To these 
latter, and to all who regard brevity as the 
soul of wit in sermons as well as other 
things, we commend, as excellent reading; 
the following abridgement of a sermon on 
the words, Man is born to trouble, which 
occupied an hour in delivery :

THE BANKS AND THE SILVER QUESTION. 

A correspondent writes us fram Dubuque, 
Ia., on the subject of the relations of the 
National ban ks and the Government in the 
matter of spécie-payments. In this letter, 
which we print, our correspondent seemingly 
aims to treat the subjects fairly, and when 
he does not do this it is perhaps because he 
is uninformed or has received erroneous im- 
pressions which have led him to erroneous 
conclusions. 

In the first place, the reopening of the 
silver question has been solely the work of 
the New York and Boston banks, aided and 
abetted by the Eastern press and by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury. These have resolved 
to discriminate against the lawful standard 
silver dollar. Nos portion of the blame for 
the “‘acrimony,” bad temper,” etc., ex- 
hibited in the discussion can be placed 
at the door of the Western press or 
public men. The Eastern banks aad press 
have deliberately declared a war of nullifica- 
tion and falsehood, and their followers and 
sympatbizers now cry out protesting against 
bad temper” when they find the law- 
breakers likely to come out of the con- 
troversy in a battered condition. 

Our correspondent says that the Western 
banks discountenance the Eastern bank 
war on the silver dollar. Perhaps so; but 
our columns have not contained yet a report 
of any action on the part of Western bank- 
ers in disapproval of the nullification con- 
spiracy of the New York and Boston banks. 
We have offered the Western banks the use 
of our columns for the publication of any 
protest on their part against the de- 
elared oullification of the law of 
the land, nor have they adopted 
any agreement to stand by the law and 
uphold the standard silver dollar and pro- 
mote its cireulation. We have seen no ex- 
hibition of sympathy on their part for the 
double standard or debtor's option of pay- 
ment, nor has the public received any notice 
that they will receive silver dollars on de- 
posit on a par with gold or greenbacks. 
When the Western banks take any action on 
this subject, we will freely give publication 
to the fact. 

Why, asa separate and abstract question, 
should not the National banks redeem their 
notes in coin? They have been allowed for 
sixteen years to redeem their notes in green- 
backs. They were permitted to do that be- 
cause the Government paper was a legal- 
tender, and was not itself redeemed im coin. 
The Government had suspended, and to re- 
deem the bank-notes in depreciated ‘paper 
cost them nothing. But, after Jan. 1, 1879, 
—abou® thirty-three days hence,—the Gov- 
ernment will undertake the burden of re- 
deeming its own notes on demand in coin, 
and on what ground should it be required 
to redeem the notes also of the 
banks? The suggestion that the Govern- 
ment will not, as the law now stands, have 
to redeem the bank-note currency, is an 
erroneous one. After Jan. 1 next, if a man 
has bank-notes and wants coin for them, he 
will send the notes to the bank and get 
greenbacks for them, and then, sending the 
greenbacks to the Sub-Treasury, will obtain 
the gold for them. No one can seriously 
question that the whole burden of redemp- 
tion in gold for both bank-notes and green- 
backs will be on the Government. Whoever 
wants gold, and has bank-notes, will take the 
course named, thus forcing on the Govern- 
ment the obligation to furnish the gold. 
Even admitting that Congress does not re- 
quire the hanks to redeem their own notes in 
gold, that will not hinder the banks from 
checking out the gold from the Treasury and 
holding it for speculative purposes. 

After New-Year’s Day, every man owing a 
note in the banks will have to pay it in coin, 
at the demand of the bank. It will become 
& coin obligation. Why should not the notes 
of the banks also become coin obligations, 
payable on demand at the counter of the 
banks, or, as now, at the Washington Treas- 
ury? Why should the Government assume 
the cost and burden of furnishing all the 
gold to redeem the 324 millions of bank- 
notes? 

Suppose that the banks, if required to re- 
deem their notes in coin, should put the 
threat of our correspondent into execution, 
and, gathering 100 millions of greenbacks, 
should send them to the Treasury for gold; 
suppose in this way the banks should get 
possession of all the gold in the country, 
what then? It would force the Govern- 
ment to suspend redemption, in which 
Case greenbacks would instantly depre- 
Ciate? Does any one suppose that any per- 
sou holding a bank-note would wait one day 
before he demanded gold for such note? 
Not antil every bank-note in circulation was 
redeemed in gold, or the banks closed and 
their bonds sold for redemption purposes, 
would a bank-note be permitted to circulate. 

The threat that the banks, if required to 
redeem their notes in coin, will make a 
run on the National Treasury, is an idle 
one. In such a case every bank-note in the 
land would be sent home for redemption and 
the banks themselves swept out of existence. 
The policy of the banks, if they desire to 
maintain their existence, is to prevent any 
run on the National Treasury, to protect 
their own notes as far as possible, to aid and 
not embarrass the Government, because upon 
the success of the Government in maintain- 
ing its own credit depends the salvation of 
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it has been found that the would-be assassin ; 
specie payments or go 


out of the note-issuing 
business. 


It seems somewhat strange that after 80 
long a war by the bauks upon legal-tender 
notes, and 60 fierce a demand for specie pay - 
ments, that they should now, to avoid re- 
suming specie payments themselves, fall 
back upon the greenbacks as a legal-tender 
piyment of their own debts. The Banking 
law is an act of Congress; it is open to 
amendment or repeal at any time. All the 
privileges of the banks under that law are 
subject to the action of Congress. The 
Banking law contains no contract or practice 
which Congress may not terminate; nor 
does the Constitution prohibt Congress from 
imposing the obligation of such contract, 
if there was one. Congress can depriye the 
banks of the issue of any notes; can compel 
the bauks to redeem their notes in coin; the 
only legal doubt in the whole business is, 
whether Congress ever had the power to 
make such bank-notes redeemable in any- 
thing except coin. When the banks of the 
United States assert the power, and attempt 
to exercise it, of nullifying the law and 
dictating to the country on what terms and 
in what coin the people shall use or pay their 
debts, then the banks become as much public 
enemies as any other Jaw-breakers. They 
flaunt the red flag as defiantly as any other 
Communists. . They who abandon the 
law and resort to force, whether 
bankers or Communists, must be prepared to 
stand or fall by the result of force. If they 
brave and defy the people, and insist. on 
forcing the country to the exclusive use of 
dear gold, which has increased in purchasing 
power since 1873 from 25 to 40 per cent, and 
increased all debts in the same proportion, 
then the banks must meet the consequences 
of a popular resistance and exasperation. 

In the face of open and declared nullifica- 
tion by the New York banks, the duty of 
Congress on its meeting next Monday will 
be to establish unlimited coinage of silver, 
and to require the banks to redeem their 
notes in coin. With these enactments safely 
made before the holidays, let the banks go 
on with their nullification and outlawry, and 
see how long they can maintain it.

RAILROAD DISCRIMINATION, AND THE 
DUTY OF THE ILLINOIS LEGISLATURE, 
Tue Tripune has on more than one occa- 

sion labored to convince the farmers of 

Tilinois that, so far as general trade is con- 

cerned, the interests of Chicago and those of 

the State at large are identical. The new 
schemes of the railroads to discriminate 
against this city and the approaching session 
of the Legislature afford another proper 
occasion for urging a consideration of this 
subject. No railroad pool nor other combi- 
nation can be permitted to imperil the busi- 
ness of Chicago without consenting at the 
same time to an impairment of the agricult- 
ural, industrial, and commercial interests of 
the whole State; and, as a rule, the very 
means employed to discriminate against Chi- 
cago operate at the same time and with equal 
directness against the farming and manu- 
facturing districts of the central and south- 
ern as well as the northern portion of IIli- 
nois. The system of railroad discrimination 
recently exposed is a case in point, 
and the farmers of the State should 
unite with the Chicago merchants in demand- 
ing such action from the Legislature as will 
further protect the people of Illinois ‘from 
extortion at the bands of a railroad conspira- 
ey. This action, supplementing the law- 
suits which we hope the Chicago Board of 

Trade may be persuaded to institute, may 

put a stop to the prevailing discrimination 

before it shall have made a serious and per- 
manent inroad upon Chicago’s trade. 

The effort to destroy the Illinois & Michi- 
gan Canal should be sufficient notice to the 
farmers and to the Legislature of the far- 
teaching designs of the railroads. This 
canal furnishes a water highway through the 
oentre of the State which has provided, and 
if maintained will always continue to pro- 
vide, a permanert check upon the rapacity 
of the railroads on both sides of it, extending 
over a rich farming country _sev- 
eral hundred miles long and a cou- 
ple of hundred miles m width. But the 
Constitution provides in effect that the canal 
shall be self-sustaining, and that all repairs, 
improvements, and extensions shall be made 
aud paid for out of its receipts. The Canal 
Commissioners have been able to keep the 
canal in repair and extend its facilities for 
several years, and at the same time make a 
steady reduction in tolls. Of late, however, 
the railroads have undertaken to prevent 
this, and finally destroy the canal by a system 
of discrimination in rates, which is not only 
opposed to the laws of trade, but actually pro- 
hibited by the statutes of the State. The State 
is honeycombed with short railroads, and the 
cross-lines, running through the districts 
contiguous to the canal, have entered into 
arrangements with certain of the trunk lines 
running east and west whereby shippers re- 
ceive a rebate of 4 cents on the rate to Chicago 
by canal when they sbip by railroad around 
Chicago. This arrangement, if tolerated for 
any length of time, is bound to accomplish 
two things, viz.: (1) To reduce Chicago’s 
business, by millions of dollars, and (2) to 
deprive the canal of revenue to such an ex- 
tent that it will be impossible to keep it in 
repair, After the latter aim shall have been 
accomplished, and the competition of the 
canal thus got rid of, the railroads will of 
course combine to impose upon the farmers 
and shippers double and treble the rates 
which they enjoyed while they had the canal 
to fall back upon as a protection against 
railroad extortion. 

The rebate system is the greatest fraud 
ever practiced by the railroads. It enables 
them to indulge in extortion on the one side 
and favoritism on thecther.. The public is 
always swindled, and it is never possible to 
estimate the extent of the injustice so long 
as this system prevails. More than this, 
the practice of giving rebates is a 
gross violation of the IIlinois statute which 
provides severe penalties for extortion and 
unjust discrimination. Indeed, it does not 
require a special statute to proceed against 
this infraction of public interests, for the 
Governor of Pennsylvania—a State which 
bas no railroad law corresponding to ours— 
has recently instructed the Attorney-General 
to apply for an injunction against the Penn- 
sylyania Company forbidding the payment 
of the rebate to the Standard Oil Company 
whereby it is said that corporation has ac- 
quired an absolute monopoly of the oil trade. 
One of the first duties of the Illinois Legis- 
lature this winter, in the interest not only of 
Chicago but of the entire State, will be to 
instruct the Attorney-General or the Railroad 
Commissioners to file an information against 
the offending railroads, summon all those 
who have enjoyed the rebates in violation of 
law, and enforce the penalties to the utmost. 

The remedy under the present statute 
ought to be complete, if properly enforced ; 
but if it is not, then some other remedy 
should be provided, It will occur te some

are many objections to such a plan, though 
it would be much preferable to an abandon- 
ment of the canal. In the first place, it

toll, and will continue to ‘afford cheap 
freight, if the railtoads be not permitted to 
destroy its business by this unlawful prac- 
tice of giving rebates of freight from the 
canal districts just long enough to deprive 
the canal of its revenue, and to let it go to 
rain. The very people who ate now enjoy- 
ing these rebates should assist in the de- 
striction of the system and the punishment 
of the companies that have been engaged in 
the practice, for after these companies shall 
have attained their object, they will oppress 


all alike.

A CONTRACT TO VIOLATE THE LAW. 

We do uot énvy Secretary Sazaman his 
partnership with the Clearing-House Associ- 
ation of New York City, and he evidently 
feels embarrassed about it, for he has denied 
its existence at least once every day since it 
was entered into. Early in the month (this 
November) the New York City Clearing- 
House Association sent a Committee to 
Washington to confer with the Secretary of 
the Treasury on the subject of practical 
resumption of specie payments. The sug- 
gestions they made were published, and from 
them the scheme of the Association to nullify 
the Silver law and compel resumption in 
gold alone became plain. A vigorous protest 
weut up from all parts of the country against 
the ‘Treasury Department becoming cun- 
nected with, or giving its sanction to, the pro- 
posed act of nullification, The Secretary of 
the Treasury was interviewed every day on 
the subject, and he never once failed to con- 
vey the impression that he had no part nor 
lot in the matter of the Clearing-House 
scheme to ignore silver in effecting resump- 
tion,, It was plain from his givings- 
out that he sympathized with the banks, 
but he asserted over and over again his pur- 
pose officially to treat gold and silver alike. 
Meantime, while the press teemed with these 
assertions, What in fact had Mr. SHenman 
actually dong? He had directed Assistant 
Treasurer Hiitumovse, of New York City, to 
enter into a contract with the Clearing- 
House Association binding him (S#erMan), as 
Secretary of the Treasury, to literally carry 
out every one of the suggestions originally 
submitted by the Commitice at Washington. 
In other words, the Secretary of the Treasury 
on the IIth inst. instructed Hitimovge to 
execute partnership articles between him, 
the Secretary of the Treasury, and the 
Clearing-House Association of New York 
City, whereby the former bound himself to 
absolutely ignore a statute of the United 
States, aud that the latest one on the sub- 
ject of money, requiring him to treat silver 
aud gold alke,—bound, himself to 
nullify the law of Congress elevat- 
ing silver to absolute equality with 
gold in the coinage of the United States! 
Congress said, in a statute modifying the act 
of resumption: 
sumption of specie payments shal be con- 
ducted upon the basis of gold and silver.“ 
Mr. SterMaNn says in his contract with the 
Clearing-House Association: The process 
of the resumption of specie payments shall 
be conducted wholly upon agold basis, to the 
utter exclusion of the standard silver dollar.” 
Secretary Sunn AN could not show more 
contempt fora law passed for his especial 
guidance, were he to tear the leaf containing 
it from the book of statutes, and, casting it 
under foot, trample and spit upon it. Is the 
man mad, that he should do this thing? Has 
he neither respect for the will of the people, 
nor fear of their indignation? NaroLso I. 
said: ‘* Thesceptre is a man, and I am that 
man.” But here the sceptre is the people, 
and, if they have not lost the nerve 
they have been wont to display on trying 
occasions, they will strike down the man 
who rudely assails their law-making prerog- 
ative. Mr. Saernman may be a great states- 
man and a true patriot, but it will be 
difficult to sustain either of these proposi- 
tions on the basis of the record he is making 
on the silver question, It matters not, how- 
ever, whether he is great or small, he is but 
one man; and the very essence of the theory 
of our Government is, that all men are wiser 
than any one man, The people made the law 
commanding that silver should be made the 
equal of gold in the coinage, and they will 
take care that it shall be obeyed, no matter

THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS. 
The ordiuance creating a new Department 


of Public Works, as virtually agreed to last 
Monday evening, will come before the Coun- 
cil for adoption at the next meeting. After 
a careful examination of the ordinanee, the 
conclusion is forced upon us that it is either 
a job or the result of immature considera- 
tion, It isa backward step in the way of 
restoring the old and vicious system of inde- 
pendent and irresponsible departments, with 
which Chicago has had too much experience, 
and it should be either voted down or mate- 
tially modified. The specially objectionable 
features of the ordinance as it stands may be 
gathered from the following extract : 


It recognizes the Department of Public Works as 
existing as a department of the City Government 
since tue adoption of. anew charter, and organ- 
izes it as a department of the City Government, 
with certain powers and duties, Ihe head of the 
Department is called the Commissioner of Public 
Works. His term of office is two years, commenc- 
ing Jan. 1. He is to be appointed by the Mayor, 
with the consent of the Council, and gives a $50, 000 
bond, The Secretary isto be numinated by the 
Commissioner, and appointed by the Mayor, with 
tne consent of the Council, giving a 810. bond. 
The Mayor, with tne Commissioner's con- 
seats 14 to appoint a City Engincet, who, 
with the Secretary, can be removed by 
the Commissioner, with the written consent 
of the Mayor. The Engineer's duty is to do all 
the necessary civil engineering, and get such pay 
as the Council may direct. Sub-departments are 
conslituted as follows: Water, Sewerage, Street, 
Engineer's, Map, and Special Assessment. The 
names indicate the particular duties devolving 
Upon each. A Superintendent for each of these 
Departments is to be appointed by the Commis- 
sioner, with the Mayor's consent, and may be re- 
noved oY the Commissioner, with the written con- 
gent of the Mayor. The pay of each Su permtend- 
ent is to be fixed by the Council annually. These 
Saperintendents are to appoint such clerks, assist- 
ants, and employes as they may need, and the 
Comiatssjoper may employ such other clerks, etc., 
as he may deem necessary; but the number to ve 
regularly emploved by all Of them is suvject to the 
control of the Couneil. 


1. The first objection is to be found in the 
fact that, though the Commissioner of the 
Public Works is to be appointed by the 
Mayor, a definite term of office is fixed, so 
that he assumes an independent attitude, 
whereas the Mayor should be made responsi- 
ble for him, and therefore be vested with 
authority to remove him without delay or 
¢ircumlocution at any time when it shall be 
necessary. 

2. The proposed ordinance makes the 
Commissioner a sort of co-ordinate brauch of 
the City Government,—in some cases being 
subordinate to the Mayor, in others supenor 
to the Mayor. This condition will afford

tual enjoyment of the patronage when they 
do not quarrel over its distribution. 


Mayor over the Administration of his suc- 
cessor, and thereafter to operate in precisely 
the same way. To establish this new bu- 
reau and fill it up now will be to embarrass 
the next Administration with a lot of people 
for whom the new Mayor will be responsible, 
but over whom he will practically have no 
control, since the Commissioner chosen now 
will be in a position to dictate to him. 

Any one of these obfections should be 
enough to defeat the ordinance, and, taken 
together, they should suggest to the thought- 
ful members of the Council to inquire what 
special interests have suggested this cumber- 
some and eoniplicated piece of political ma- 
chinery. If the intent of this ordinance is 
to be carried out, it will be much fairer to 
the people to drop the name of the Mayor 
from the ordinance fitst, and then abolish 
the office of Mayor. We shall then have a 
Mayor under the name of Commissioner, we 
shall save one official salary at least, and se- 
cure more harmony of purpose and action 
than.by the donble-headed system which is 
provided by the terms of the proposed ordi- 
nance. If a mafority of the Council persist 
in passing the ordinance as it stands, it will 
be the duty of Mayor Haar to veto it, for 
he will recognize the obvious injustice of his 
providing a Cabinet and controlling the pat- 
ronage for his successor.

When a man is rising in the world, everybody 
ends hima hand and helps him along. The 
censorious press becomés generous and sounds 
bis praise. There ig nothing the press likes so 
well as success in undertakings; for such peo- 
ple its laudations are unstinted and large. For 
illustration, Mr. WIN Hewry Smita, of 
this city (formerty Secretary of State in Ohio), 
was appointed Collector of Customs for this 
port. His official duty made him acquainted 
with the smuggling, and undervaluation, and 
drawback frauds that were being practiced by 
New York importers, with the knowledge and 
conpivance of the officials in the New York 
Custom-House. Mr. Smrra politely asked the 
swindling gentlemen to stop their profitable 
practices, or he would make a row about it. 
They laughed him to scoru, and went 
on with the smuggiing, eheating, and stealing. 
Whereupon he did make a row about it; 
and some of the corrupt officials came to grief, 
and some of the swindling importers came to 
disgrace, greatly to the mortification and sor- 
row of the “ metropolitan press,“ who shielded 
the rascals that were robbing the Governmert 
and the guilty officials who aided them and 
divided the plunder with them. As dis- 
bursing-offiver for the construction of the 
new Custom-House, Mr. Smita discovered 
that serious frauds had been and were 
being perpetrated upon the Government by 
the contractor, with the knowledgé and con- 
sent of architects, supervisors, and officers 
whose duty it was to protect the interests of 
the Government. He concluded that the best 
tuing to be dune was to lift his voice in protest 
agaitist the quiet theft of a million of dollars, 
more or less, and he spoke so loud that the 
United States Grand Jury overheard his con- 
versation, and, being full of prying curiosity and 
in a poke-your-nose-into-other-people’s-business 
frame of mind, they sent out for various persons 
supposed to know about it. And the upshot of 
their inquisitiveness was that half-a-dozen or 
more geatiemen have beeu cited te appear in 
court and explain how the structure happens to 
cost so much money, and whether they have lost 
any money in making it cost so much. These 
and other actions of Mr. Surrn have given the 
New York press an exalted idea of his capabili- 
ties, and they are now advocating him for higher 
offices than he at present fills oraspires to. The 
venerable and ancient Evening Post ot that city 
thus eulogizes the Chicago Collector: 


WII Hexry Smith, of Chicago, is a very 
busy man. He is Collector of the Port of Chicago 
and agent of tae Western Associated Press. He is 
also supposed to be engaged in an attempt to show 
the customs officers of this port how to deal with 
our merchants, vide the recent kid-glove decision, 
the ulterior object of this zeal for toe purity and 
efficiency of our Custom-Hcuse being the trausfor- 
mation of Chicago from athnmving imland city into 
the principal seaport of the country.

As our Constitution 
does not provide fur such an officer in this country, 
and as it is about time to have a new Saltan in 
Turkey, we suggest that Secretary Evarrs might 
with propriety suggest his name to the English 
Government as a candidate for that office. If 
Lord BgeacoNsFIELD knew how capable Mr. Suirn 
is, tals suggestion from Mr. Evarrs might soften 
the hard-headed disposition with which the British 
Cabinet have considered the Secretary's view of 
the Canadian fisliery matter. 


The famous Trirvs-Dickrr scandal case at 
Cincinnati, which was reported compromised in 
yesterday’s dispatch, has a somewhat local sig- 
nificance from the fact that Trros was once a 
well-known and popular society man in Chicago 
and Milwaukee. Before his marriage Tirus re- 
sided in Milwaukee, and acquired some celebrity as 


manufacturer, aud some time ago married a dash- 
ing society woman with plenty of money. Not 
long after his marriage two suits were brought 
against hit; by Miss Dickey, who had for years 
been a noted belle in Cincinnati and Middletewn 
society. One of the suits was for bastardy fod 
the other for breach of promise. The latter was 
tried last spring, and resulted in a verdict of 
$6,000 for the plaintifl. Immediately young 
Titus went into bankruptcy to avoid payment 
of the judgment, and Miss Dicky was unable to 
collect the money. The other suit was set down 
for Tuesday, but when it was called it wasstated 
that it was withdrawn, Miss Dickgy agreeing to 
accept $3,850 as a compromise. As both par- 
tics are rich and aristocratic, the sorrow and bit- 
terness of feeling engendered by the suit have 
been intense, and a good mauy “other hearts 
have ached” beside those belonging to Tirvs 
aud Miss Dioxny.

LEAVING NMALIFAX. 
Special Dispatch to The Triduna 
Hatrrax, Nov. 27.—The series of demonstra- 
tious in honor of the Marquis of Lorne and the 
Princess Louise was brought to a close with 
their departure for Montreal this forenoon. 
The weather was splendid. Long before the 
hour for departure (II oe’ clock) a vast crowd had 
gathered iu and around the railway station on 
North street, and the streets ia tne vicinity were 
thronged with spectators in carriages or on foot. 
The railway station, which is the finest in the 
Dominion, was magnilicently decorated 
inside and out. Flags, bunting, 
spruce, evergreens, and mot toes in every con- 
ceivable form were used with great taste and 
effect, Tae railway officials had spent some 
time im preparing the station for the occasion, 
and the result ot their labors cannot be too 
highly praised. 
ADMISSION TO THE STATION 
was by tickets, the holders of which were re- 
quired to bepresent not later than 10:45, to 
allow all to get positions before the arrival of 
the Royal party. White tickets admitted to the 
bulldipg and red tickets entitled the fortunate 
holders to a place on the inner platform, but the 
distinction was hardly observed, the crush be- 
ing so great that all inside the building took 
positions wherever they could find them. The 
pathway of the Royal party was carpeted. At 
ten minutes before 11 o’clock the party arrived, 
and were received by guards of honor from the 
Ninety-seventh and Ove Hundred and First 
Regiments, and the Sixtv-third Halifax militia, 
the lines extending from the entrance into the 


station as far as the train extended. The na- 


tional anthem was played by the band as the 
party alighted at the door. 
THE PRINCESS 
entered the station with her brother, the Duke 
of Edinbarg, and the Marquis came immediate 
lv after. Hearty cheers greeted the arrival of 
the party. ‘lhe Royal car was at the end of the 
train nearest the door, and in a minute the 
party reached it. The Marquis and Princess 
remained on the rear platform of the car, he 
with his bead uncovered, and both bowing io 
response to the repeated bursts of cheering. 
Farewells were exchanged with all the digni- 
taries, At two minutes after II the train 
moved. This was the sicnal for an outburst 
more enthusiastic than ever, and the Princess 
was visibly moved, her tearful eyes showing 
how deeply she felt these tributes to her and 
her husband. The pair remained on the piat- 
form until after the train had passed out of the 
station, and then 
THE CNLERS 
were taken up and continued by the crowds of 
people who lined the streets above as far as the 
eye could reach. Thus Halifax, by a noble fare- 
weil, crowned its magnifivent demonstratiun in 
honor of the Marquis and Princess, The Vice- 
regal train is made up as follows: First, two 
engines, followed by two bag@age-cars; next, 
the Pullman siceping-car Clifton, containing the 
members of the press, then the Rover, with the 
members eof the Dominion Cabinet, then the 
North Star and Quebec, with the suite; next, 
the Pallman hotel~ar Brevoort, and last Mr. 
Brvdwes’ palace car, with the Princess Louise 
and the Marquis of Lorne. The train wili halt 
at Truro aud Moncton, and stop at Campbellton 
over nicht. There will be 
NO OTHER STOPPAGES, 
except for wood and water. between that point 
and Kiviere du Loup, where the Inter-Colonial 
ends ud the Grand Truuk begins. On Thurs- 
day night the two trains will lie up at Danville, 
and, droceeding next morning, will reach Mon- 
treal about half-past 1 Friday. Her Majesty's 
steamship Sirius arrived to-iay from sea, after 
an absence of eum days. She was sent out 
under sealed orders to meet the Sarmatian and 
accompany ber to this port.

**ROSEDALE.” 

It is creditable to the taste of such a commu- 
nity as ‘this that the present production of 
‘‘Rosedale” is winning the recognition it so 
richly merits at the hands of the public. Mr. 
McVicker has certainly spared neither labor nor 


expense in givinga sumptuous setting to this fine 
melodrama such as has never been excelled in 
scenic beauty im any theatre, and but rarely 
equaled. It the lavish expenditure and artistic 
care bestowed on the representation of this play 
should have been met by indifference and neg- 
lect, it would have justified à manager in ex- 
pressing unqualified contempt fo his patrons. 
It is reassuring to note, however, that 
there has been no lack of appreciation 
of McVicker’s strenuous endeavor to excel 
his brother managers in one very important de- 
partment of his work. We wish We could be- 
stow upon the acting in “ Rosedale” the same 
unqualified commendation that is due to the 
splendid mounting of the piece, but it is just 
here, unfortunately, that we are compelled to 
be sparing in approval of the perlormance. 
Mr. Learock possesses sufficient intelligence as 
an interpreter of character to have led us to ex- 

t something better from him than the life- 
ess dawdling Eliot Gray which he has given. 
He divests the part of all poetry, and fails en- 
tirely to convey the idea which underlies the 
conception—ap active, energetic soul hidden un- 
der a careless, cynical exterior. There is nothing 
very profound or complex in the delineation, but 
it is susceptivie of being invested with a ro- 
mantic charm such as made it fascinating in 
the hands of Lester Wallack and Lawrence 
Barrett. In the love passages between Filiot 
and Aosa, which constitute some neat light 
comedy scenes, Mr, Learock is sadly out of his 
element, and, while he does arouse himself 
toward the close to some degree of warmth, the 
picture remains in the memory as extremely 
lacking in color. Even in the startling scene 
in the Gypsy camp, a good deal of the effect 
was lost through the poorness Of the disguise.

OBITUARY. 
0 MAJ. M. 8. HENRY, 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

STERLING, III., Nov. 27.—The death of Maj. 
M. 8. Henry, which took place at nis residence 
in this city last evening, has cast a deep gloom 
over Sterling and this vicinity. Although his 
death had been expected for several days past, 
the shock seems none the less severe, aud every 
one issaddened at the loss of sucha man. 
Miles S. Henry was born in Geneva, Ontario 
County, N. V., Marsh 1, 1815. He was a school- 
mate of Stephen A. Dougtas at the Canandaigua 
Academy, and afterwards studied lawfor three 
years with John C. Spencer, of that city. Com- 
ing West in 1884, he made a short stay in Chica- 
go, but finally settled in Laporte, Ind., where, 
alter reading law with the Hon. Gustavus A. 
Evarts, he commenced to practice. In 
1843 he was married to Judge Evarts’ 
adopted daughter, Miss Philina N. Mann, and, 
after entering into a law partnership with Judge 
Evarts, emigrated with nim and his family to 
Platte County, Missouri. In the spring of 1844 
he returned to Illinois and settled in Macomb, 
in McDonough County, Where he began the 
practi¢e of law with the Hon. Jesse F. Thomas. 
In the fall ot 1844 after a visit to Whi e 
County he concluded to settle in Sterling, and 
removed his family to this city from Macomb. 
Entering into the practice of law, he soon at- 
tained a prominent position at the Bar. From 
1852 to 1861, besides being actively engaged in 
practice, he carried on a banking business with 
Lorenzo Hapgood, Ksq., under the firm name of 
M. S. Heury & Co. He was elected Representa 
tive to the General Assembly in 1854 on the 
„People's“ ticket, and wae a most 
earnest advocate for the passage of the 
first Free School law in this State. 
in 1856 he was one of the delegates from 
this State to the Republican National Conveu- 
tion which nomiuated John C. Fremont for the 
Presidency. From 1857 until the breaking out 
of the Rebellion he was Bank Commissioner of 
Illinois uhder,the Administration of Gov. Bis- 
selt, and during thesame vear waseleeted Pres- 
dent of the Sterling & Rock Island Railroad 
Company. Maj. Henry was, in 1862, appointed 
Paymaster in the army, which position he held 
until the close of the War. For three years. 
after leaving the army he was President of the 
Salt Company of Bay City, Mich., but, owing to 
the ill-health of his wife, disposed of bis inter- 
est in that city and returned to Sterling, where 
his wife died soon after. On his return to this 
city he recommenced the practice of law with 
his late partner, C. C. Johnson. In 171 Mai. 
Henry was united in marriage to Mrs, 
Emily D. R. Bushnell, and has since oc- 
cupied one of the finest residences in 
this city. Besides the large legal business 
which Maj. Henry nas had since returning to 
this city, he has been interested in the Sterling 
Buridi-Case Company, attorney for the Chicago 
& Northwestern Railroad, and for the last year 
Mayor of our city. For the past year it has 
been evident that the constant overwork which 
he by necessity was compelled to do was break- 
ing down his iron constitution, but it was not 
until the middle of last September that he was 
obliged to give up his business, From that time 
until last evening he has been constantly fail- 
ing, despite the best medical aid and all the 
kind and loving attention which could be be- 
stowed by his family. In his death Sterling 
loses one of her most active and energetic citi- 
zens, the Bar of Whiteside County one of her 
most prominent and able advocates, and every 
one who knew him a genial and social friend.

LIEUT. THORINGTON’S FUNERAL.

FINANCIAL, 


Gold was unsteady. The opening New York 
quotation was 100%. the price then advanced to 
100%. receded to 100%, and closed at og 
Sales of New York gold exchange were made in 
Chicago at 100%, and sales of coin were at 100%. 
The commercia: movement of gold continues to be 
unusually favorable to this country. The exports 
from New York between Jan. 1 and Nov. 23. this 
year, have been only $11,533,494, against in the 
same time in 1877, $24,272,833; in 1876, 842. 
277. 213: in 1875, $09, 008,406; in 1874, $48, 485, - 
313; in 1873, $46, 040, 628; and in 1872, $67, 001. - 
529. On the other hand, the imports bave increas- 
ed. Between Jan. 1 and Nov. 23, at New York, 
they were $18. 502.391, against in the same time 
in 1877, $13, 206.073; in 1876, $14,383,090; in 
1875, $11, 451,234; in 1874, $5,619, 794; in 1875, 
$17. 328, 927: and in 1872. $5, 461, 914. 

The Governwent bond market was steady, with- 
out large trausactions. The 5-20s of 4865 were ad- 
vanced from 103% to 103%. the 10-406 from 107% 
to 107%, the new Se of 1881 from 105% to 106, 
while the new 46 declined from 105 to 104%. 

English purchases of wheat for shipment to 
France have lately made more grain bills than the 
English demand proper. Provision bills are in 
moderate supply. Sterling exchange was quoted 
at 481% for sixty-day bills, and 485%@485X. 
The price of grain bills. sterling, were 479 in <ur- 
rency, with cold at 100%, and 479%, with gold at 
100%. In New York the opinion is said to be held 
that the very low rates which have been predicted 
for sterling will not prevail. Our exports of cot- 
ton. grain, and provisions in bulk are large; but 
the prices are very low, and they do not make as 
much exchange as formerly: so that what we do 
get is readily absorbed by the large dealers in bonds, 
as well as dy the regular remitters, for account of 
their importations. 

The Bank of England lost $1, 500, 000 in ba)lion; 
during the past week the Bank of Germany re- 
porte an increase of about $2,250,000. Console 
opened at 06 35-16, but closed , weaker. 

The Chicago banks reported a rather light de- 
mand for loans. Rates are 6@10 per cent. 

New York exchange broke down to 75c per 
$1. 000 discount between banks. As the country 
orders for currency are not large, and the country 
orders for remittances of exchange to New York 
are considerable, this change inthe market rate 
mast be attributed to preparations by the banks for 
the settlements to be made Dec. 1. 

Bank clearings were 83. 300, 000. 

The Directors of the Galiatin National Bank of 
New York have decided, if the stockholders con- 
sent, to reduce its capital from $1.500,000 to §1, - 
000,600. The stockholders will receive $500, 000 
in cash, but the surplus of about $670, 000 will re- 
main in the businces. The reduction of the capi- 
ta) of the Gallatin makes a total of about $21, 000, - 
000 capita] that has béen withdrawn from the bank- 
jig business in New York since 1873. The surplus 
of the New York banks has, speaking coliectively, 
beén reduced about $11,000,000 within the same 
time. 

The stock market was not active, but the epward 
movement in the Granger stocks continued. Prices, 
on the strength of the rumored 3% per cent divi- 
dend on Northwestern preferred and 3 per cent on 
the common, continue to rise,—or more properly, 
perhaps, to be pat up. The ontside public's par-

The leading produce markets were rather tame 
yesterday, but steady, with a little more firmness 
in several departments, Hogs were quoted 
stronger, and provisions were firm, in sympathy, 
but without much demand. Wheat aver- 
aged better, because the foreign markets were 
strong, but the deal was not active, and 
corn, oats, and rye exhibited little change in 
prices or in tone. The Board seemed to be fast 
settling down into winter quarters, with not much 
prospect of an active outward movement between 
this and spring, —though some ventured the predic- 
tion that rail-freights will be down to 20c per 100 
lbs to the seaboard within a few weeks. The eleva- 
tor proprietors expect to fill up with grain, and it 
now looks as if the volume of wheat in store will 
grow to be a very large one. 

The dry-goods market remains without new feat- 
ares. Quiet pervades all departments of the mar- 
ket, and values are subjected to very few changes, 
and nove of importance. There was a liberal gen- 
eral demand for staple and fancy crocenes, and 
previous vrices were pretty well sustained, though 
coffees, rice, sirups, amd molasses did not display 
much positive firmness. In the dried-fruit mar- 
ket the changes were unimportant. Jobbers 
were fairly busy, and both foreign and domestic 
varieties were held at pretty full prices. Fish 
were quoted quiet and steady. Butter was un- 
changed. Fine grades were wanted at full figures, 
while low and medium qualities were a drug at any 

price. Cheese remains as before, ruling dull and 
heavy. In the oil market there were no price- 
changes. Bagging was quiet and steady, as was 
also leather, tobacco, coal, and wood. 

The lomber market was steady undersa fair 
country demand. The cargo offerings were light, 
and sold readily at unchanged prices. Consider- 
able lumber is expected in the next two weeks, 
but the receipts are not likely to influence prices 
one way or the other. The seed market was quict 
and firm. The offerings were insuflicient, and 
although the orders were not large they 
could not all de . filled. Hides were 
in fair request at the recent decline. 
The wool market was quiet. The demand for 
broom-corn continues fair, and uo change in the 
list of prices is made, thoagh the low grades are 
easy in consequence of the heavy stocks and ar- 
rivals. Hay was unchanged. The street was over- 
stocked with poultry, and dressed sold readily at 
irregular prices, while live was very slow, being 
in fact unsalabie.

GRAVE-ROBBING. 


The Resurrection Business in the Vicinity 
of Cleveland. 
Spectal Correspondence of The Tetouns. 

CLEVELAND, Nov. 55.— It is either true that 
Crime in this Country goes in epidemics, or con- 
tinues undiscovered for long periods and then is 
discovered by epidemies.“ The words were 
those of a city ollicial, and thev would seem to 
be worth considering. They were brougnt forth 
by the fact that such a large number of cases 
of grave-robbimg have come up in various parts 
of the country within the pust few weeks. 

The statement of the case in this vicinity, 
Where such a very large number of graves have 
been found tampered with or robbed, is briefly 
as loliows: 

In this city there are, ana have been for years, 
three quite fourishing medical colleges. They 
have had from twenty to forty gubjects apiece 
during each season of their existence; and, 
while some of the Professors, whom I have in- 
tervicwed, claim that these subjects have been 
brougut by express from distant points, and 
olberg proless Oot to know aoything about 
where they came irom, the majoritv do not de- 
ny that their stiffs’? have largely been pur- 
loined irum country graveyards within a radius 
of thirty miles from this city, and this w by far 
the most reasonabie and simple method by 
which they could be provided. Should they be 
obtained from abroad, they must, in the ‘first 
place, te stolen, the same as at 
home. Then they must de secreted, 
packed, and shipped; all of which is both 
expensive and dangerous. While, if a body can 
be taken trom its grave and delivered at the 
backdoor of a college to the waiting janitur 
within an hour or two alter, the work is all per- 
formed in the same night, the money paid, and 
a clean, cheap job is performed. 

The recent revelations of Joiner, the robber 
who is vow confined in the County Jail bere, 
and who has been in the business for two sea- 
sous, has set the people of all the surrounding 
country both to thinking and to digging; and 
the result has been, that Many a grave whose 
mound bas been wet By the tears of affectionate 
sorrow is found to contain nothing but a 
broken, rifled collin. 

It is said to be very easy for those who have 
not had the resting-place of any of their friends 
disturbed, to calmiv argue that cadavers are 
necessary for the study of science, and that the 
good of the race demands the sacrifice; but 
several instances are on record of these very 
people finuing some near {friend’s grave empty. 
and immediately assuming the opposite side of 
the discussion. 

The feature of the case which is most alarm- 
ing and unsettling to the people of the rural 
districts, is that which has been brought out by 
Joiner’s copiessions in regard to the part the 
country doctors take in the matter of robbing 
graves. According to this worthy’s statement, 
the doctors keep a close watch upon the deaths 
in their neighborhood, and, when one occurs 
that will make a good subject, they notify their 
city colieagues, who send out their men to at- 
tend to the cases. In many jnstances, these 
country doctors not only go with the robbers to 
the cemeteries and point out the graves, but 
actually, with their own hands, assist in de- 
spoiling the resting places. 

One tpstance which Joiner gave, of the doctor 
in a certain town helping to steal the body of a 
butcher, shows with what heartiessness the 
matter is Viewed: “I have often boucht meat 
of this butcher,” said the doctor; but now I 
wili sell him for meat.“ 

This remark was conveyed to a gentleman in 
New York, and he discovered in the description 
of the buteber au own brother who nad died a 
few weeks before; and he has come on wita the 
pu strong in view, pot only of prosecuting 
the city ghouls, but also the country doctor. 

In Ove instance, Joiner tells a horrible story 
of four mep being unable to draw out a very 
fleshy old lady who had died of apoplexy. After 
gtuging at the hook made fast under the chin, 
and Only being able to get the body part way 
out Of the coffin, one of the country doctors 
who was assistiog, and who bad in-early life 
lived on a farm, suggested that the reins be 
takea from the harness and the body hauled 
out of the tomb by tue horse. This was a capi- 
tal suggestion, and was immediately acted up- 
on. The body was brought to tne surface of the 
ground, and, by atug altogether, it was sacked 
and loaded. 

The friends of this old lady, since the co u- 
fession, are now awakened to the prosecution 
of all who had a part in robbing the grave. 

It is said by those who know, that there isa 
peculiar fascination about this kind of thieving, 
that does not surround any other. Especially 
is this true so lar as physicians themselves are 
concerned. Said the most noted surgeon in 
this city to me, the other day: “I would 
rather steal a ‘stiff.’so far as real enjoyment 
is concerned, than eat the best meal of victuals 
Jever saw, even though I were hungry. It has 
an almost irresistible fascination for me; but I 
never expect to engage in it again,—I am too 
old now. 

The prosecution of Dr. Carlisle, the young 
bysician who was arraigned with Minor and 
oiner, charged with stealing the body of Mr. 

French from the cemetery at Willoughby, has 
been transferred to Painesville, in the county 
where the crime was committed, He was clear- 
ed of the charge of delivering the body at the 
college, and is now being tried on the charge of 
unlawfully opening a grave. In this trial the 
best talent in this pas of the State is engaged, 
and the contest will be lively. It was taken up 
again to-day, and is now in progress. Joiner, 
the man who has turned State’s evidence, swore 
that Carlisle was with him on this excursion; 
bat in some way the jurvin this county failed 
to find bim guilty. ach litigation, in one way 
and another, is promised before the cases al- 
ready discovered are disposed of. 


THE SILVER QUESTION, 
To the Editor of The Tribune, 

Deusvovsr, Ia, Nov. 25.—Toacalm observer, 
the bad temper and acrimony with which grave 
questions of public policy demanding the cool- 
est and wisest consideration are discussed is a 
matter of much surprise. A man who cannot 
bring himself to believe that a slip of paper 
containing the dollar stamp, but irredeemable 
and inconvertivie, can be transformed into 
money of value by the mere fiat of Congress, is 
denounced by the so-called Greenbacker as a 
“minion of the money power,” or a bloated 
bondholder. So one who does not fully see how 
a silver dollar, whose relative intrinsic value is 
84 cents, and a gold dollar relatively worth 100 
cents, can circulate side by side, isan infamous 
gold-bug or a wretched Shylock. 

The questions relating to the currency and 
our financial policy are at this time especially 
of the very gravest importance, and require in 
their settlement the calmest and most dispas- 
siovate judgment. They are questions of policy 
merely which may easily provoke the greatest 
diversity of opinion, but should be productive 
of no animosity. 

In ite recent articles on the silver question 
Tus TRIBONS has appeared to advocate a meas- 
ure for compelling the National banks to re- 
deem their circulation in coin as @ punishment 
for the action of the New York Clearing-House 
in proposing to discriminate against the silver 
dollar. However neinous the crime of the 
Clearing-House, your own columns have con- 
tained the evidence that the National banks 
of the West at least do not approve its action. 

The Fiatists, who bate the National banks 
worse than the Devil is said to dislike holy wa- 
ter, will no doubt joyfully aid vou in your 
measure oi retaliation, for they know it would 
at once destroy every chatice for successful re- 
sumption. if the Government is to resume 
spede-paymments On the lat of January next it 
must de . the friendly aid and co-op- 
eration of the National banks. Since their frst 
organization, those. banks bave been always 
A and loyal to the Government. Toere 
s every reason to believe that they are so now. 
They propose 60 render every assistance in their 
wer to the Treasury in its efforts to resume. 

he New York Clearing-House itself proposes 
to abolish all distinction detween gold and

tender, and to receive and pay them ont in the 


course of its business without ination. 
This is tantamount to resumption so Mr as that 
association can effect it. Without the aid of tue 


tender at the ury 

but will hold them as their reserve, and as a 
fund to redeem their own notes when presented 
for payment. For this purpose they are equally 
as good under the law as gold or silver. 

But supposing that Congress should enact a 
law requiring the banks to redeem their notes 
in coin, you at once compel them to present 
their greenbacks at the Treasury for redemp- 
tion in order that they may obtain the coin to 
be ready to comply with the law. Every legal- 
tender note received during the day by a Na- 
tional bauk would be torwarded before the close 
of business to the Treasury for coin. . How long 
could resumption continue under such a state 
of things? Aud would not your intended ven- 
geance upon the National banks fail of its aim 
and {all upon another object—the Government 
and the policy of resumption? That such would 
be the case is inevitabie. 

But if it were wise to compel the banks to re- 
deem their notes in coin, is it possible to enforce 
such a measure? Could the Government take 
away ‘rom the greenbacks in the vaults of the 
National banks the legal-tender quality 
they possess everywhere else? Upon the 
back of every greenback is engraved this 
legend: This note is a legal-tender for all 
debts, public and private, except duties on im- 
ports and interest on the public debt.” That 
is also the. law upon the statute-book, both in 
the act providing for their issue and in that 
incorporating the National banks. It consti- 
tutes a contract, the obligation of which Con- 
gress is torbidden by the Constitution to im- 
pair. 

But vou will say, Then we will wipe out 
the National banks altogether.’’ Now, I never 
owned a dollar of National-bank stock in my 
life, out I have dove business with them for 
many vears and kuow the sentiments and 
opmions of many of their officers and stock- 
holders. I behteve a proposition to do away 
with the Natwual-banking system would meet 
with very little opposition from them. It is 
their general expression that the onerous taxes 
aud restrictions imposed on the National banks 
more than counterbalances the advantages aod 
protits. The bank with which I have dove the 
most of my business for the last ten years has 
voluntarily reduced its circulation irom $270,- 
000 to $45,000, and would withdraw it altogeth- 
er if it could do so and still retain the name of a 
„National“ bank, which is supposed to give 
it a kind of prestige. It would gladly resume 
its old position as a private bank if all others 
were likewise compelled to do so. That the 
case of this bank is not exceptional I have good 
reason to know. 

It has repeatedly been asserted in Taz TRIs- 
UNE that to compel the National banks to re- 
deem im coin would felieve the Government of a 
part of the burden of resumption. How it 
would have this effect you have failed to ex- 
plain. The Government has nothing to do with 
the circulation of the National banks, except as 
a custodian of the moueys and securities de- 
posited to secure it. It bas never redeemed a 
dollar of bank circulation, aud never will, ex- 
cept out of funds deposited by the banks for 
that purpose, or out of the proceeds of the sale 
of bonds owned by the banks. No National 
bank has ever failed but what the cash value of 
its bonds held by the Government was more 
than sufficient to redeem every dollar of its cir- 
culation. How then coula compelling the banks 
to redeem in coin possibiy relieve the Govern- 
ment one dollar“ On the contrary, the effect 
would beso different as to defeat resumption. 

The great hatred entertained by the Fiatists 
for the National banks is because they know 
that the banks are the great obstacle to an in- 
dated and irredeemable currency. If the Na- 
tional banks could be got rid of, resumption 
would be impossible. While the National banks 
are the depositories of the great mass of legal- 
tender notes, the Fiatists kuow that no organ- 
ized run upon the Federal Treasury to break 
down resumption and drain its coin could be 
successful. To how! down the National banks 
is therefore their first grand object. With that 
purpose accomplished, and, as he believes, the 
only barrier broken down, the Fiatist sces be- 
fore him with fond and hungry eves a long mil- 
lennium of irredeemabie fiat paper and boundless 
inflation. 

According to the latest statement from the 
Treasury Department, the total amount of legal- 
tender notes now in circulation is in round num- 
bers $346,000,000. The friends of resumption 
confidentiy believe that against this amount of 
greenbacks outstanding specie-payments can be 
inaugurated and successfully maintained with 
the amount of coin now in the Treasury. With 
the friendship of the banks of the country, there 
is no doubt of that result. 

But let us suppose that the war upon the Na- 
tional banks shoald be successful, and the bank 
circulation of $327,000,000 withdrawn, and a like 
amount of greenbacks substituted in their stead. 
The amount which the Government would then 
be compelled to provide for would de $6738,000,- 
000, or nearly double, and all prospects of suc- 
cessful resumption would fade into the distant 
and uofatbomable future. 

One word more. Iam for the silver dollar. I 
believe the action of the New York Clearing- 
House to have been ill-timed and uncalled for. 
Let the silver dollar bave a fairtrial. We have 
need of it. Silver and gold have been the 
money of the world from immemorial ages. 
They seem to have been created for that especial 
purpose by the fiat of the Almighty. All at- 
tempts to demouetize either must prove a fail- 
ure, and disastrous to the country which at- 
tempts it. 80 of all efforts to debase them or 
atlix false values. Through all the cycles of 
time, back to the remotest period of which we 
have the faintest record, in every people or 
nation, whether barbaric or civilized, both 
metals have been used as money and 
had their relative values, irrespective of law, 
or human fiat. It is true at different eras their 
relative values varied, but they were easily ad- 
justed. In tbe earlier ages they mostly passed 
by weight, and the business meu ana money- 
changers carried their balances iu their pockets. 
In more modern times, for the convenience of 
business and commerce, Governmeuts have 
assumed the province of coining the precious 
metals by stamping their values upon the pieces 
of various weights. Frequently during the 
medieval ages Kings and petty pocentates were 
driven by their necessities or caprices to attempt 
to debase their coins and affix fictitious values, 
but all such devices invariably proved futile 
and disastrous. The light guinea, or doubloon 
or ducat lacking the weight or fineness required 


by the world’s standard of value could never be 


made to pass current in the market or upon 
change, despite the stamp and flat of the sov- 
ereigm The lessons derived from the world’s 
experitnce should not be lost upon us. 

The silver doliar in America is a histeric coin. 
Dropving it from the list of coins provided for 
in the Kevisorv act of 1873 was a grievous mis- 
take. It is well the error has been cor- 
rected. With the return of specie-payments 
the silver dollar is a necessity. The 
gold dollar as a coin is a nuisance. Two halt- 
dollars as a substitute are afraud. The law re- 
storing tbe silver dollar to the coinage should 
have a fair trial. Under its provisions no harm, 
for the present at least, can result. If time 
shall show that the present difference in the 
relative values of the two metals is a permanent 
one, new legislation may be desirable. It may 
become necessary to readjust the relative weight 
of the gold and silver dollar so as to equalize 
their intrinsic values. 

While we want the silver dollar, it should be 
sy utilized as not to drive out the three hundred 
millions of gold now in the country, and which 
ina few weeks will commence to inflate our 
circulation. It may be stated as an axiom that 
a dollar whose intrinsic value is 84 cents can- 
not circulate at par with a dollar worth 100 
cents. The cheaper money will drive out the 
more valuable. Legislation must afford the 
remedy. if we are to have a bi-metailic money- 
standard, gold must not go. „

The chain connecting with the lock of Wells 
street bridge got broken in some manner yesterday, 
and was the cause of an accident that came very 
near resulting in the upsetting of that structure.

The G ry approached 
toward tne north draw with her tow, and when about 
opposite the foot of LaSalle street the ae en 
found that he was unable to swing the bridge in 
consequence of the broken connection with the 
lock, and put up the red ball. But the warning 
came too late to Capt. Gorman, of the Gregory, to 
drop back and alongside of his tow and check her 
up in time to avoid a collision, still he did his ut- 
most, and prevented the schooner from doing more 
damage than she otherwise would have done. The 
Bates made things decidedly ticklish for the 
numerous pedestrians and teams crossing the 
bridge at the moment—notwithstanding the 
warnings given by Officer Lennan and 
the ridgemen—by _—i thrusting her jib- 
boom with great force against the structure and 
nearly knocking it over. The jibboom was snap- 
ped m three pieces, and the Zuge and nfartingale 
stays and the dolphin striker were also carried 
away. With the exception of the smashing of 
several stanchions that supported the railing, the 
bridge was not injured. The lock-chain was re- 
paired soon after tne accident, andthe Bates was 
towed through the drawn and up the South Branch.

The ‘Treasurer's receipts yesterday were

which amount $20, COO was paid out in the redemp- 
tion of revenue Warrants of 1577 and $8,775 to 
the Chicago Gas-Light & Coke Company. 


The Committee on Fire and Water is call- 
ed to meet at Marshal Benner's office Saturday 
afternoon at 2 o'clock to consider the petition of 
the United States Roijling-Stock Company to erect 
sheds, and the Committee on Kailroads is called to 
meet in the City Clerk’s ollice Saturday at 2 
o'clock. 


Distillers are forbidden by law to dump 
their slop or swill into the river, and they are 
aware of that fact. Notwithstanding that they 
have been dojng it, and the healtn officers have 
gotten afterthem. The trick is an oid one, and is 
accomplished by having their swill-boate (which 
transport the swill two miles out into the lake and 
there dump it) so constructed or so manipulated as 
to allow the stuff to ooze out gradualiy as the craft 
is towed down the river. Much compiaint nas 
been heard from the North Branch section, and 
Mayor Heath and Aid. Ryan ate the ones last ap- 
pealed to. The latter promises to present the 
grievance to the Council. 


Every month the gas companies send in 
their bill, to which is appended a bili of extras, — 
thawing, oil, cocks, new pipes, etc. These extras 
cannot be examined iuto, and tne city does not know 
whether or not the charges are correct except from 
the statement of the Gas Company. ‘The Soatnh- 
Side Company has now proposed to charge so much 
per lamp—3$21.50—per annum, that amount to in- 
clude everything. The Mayor has not yet calca- 
latea the cost per 1,000 feet according to the pro- 
posed new plan, but he is much inclined to favor 
it, because thereby the city would be freed from 
the responsibility of the extra charges, and the 
gas would be regulated in supply and quality by 
the city meters, as at present. 


About the first day of last August Mayor 
Heath thought to attempt to raise money to con- 
plete the Fullerton avenue conduit, upov which 
about Lalf a million dollars has already been ex- 
pended, by 1 the owners of property and 
business that would receive the greatest beuellt 
from the improvement to subscribe an amount to 
carry the work to conclusion. As the conduit then 
stood, and still stands, the expenditure of about 
$50,000 will be necessary before any operations 
could be commenced. Upon the Mayor's sugges- 
tien one of the city officiais spent sev- 
eral weeks in calling wuvon the lumber 
dealers, distillers, tanners, and manafacturers 
whose establishments line the banks of that part 
of the North Branch which the conduit is expected 
to cleanse, and labored earnestly to induce them 
to subscribe. The idea was to get the money ad- 
vanced for a period of fifteen mogihs without in- 
terest. One man was found who would advance 
$10, 000, provided others could be found to make 
tue sum $25,000. The others said that they would 
‘*do their share, etc., etc., dut not one of them 
would put down a name and subscription. After 
patient toil the scheme was given up. Now it is 
reported that the distillers have voluntarily taken 
the matter up again and are considering the most 
tactical method of raising the necessary funds. 
ven were the funds now at hand, the necessary 
buildings could not be put up before the frost 
goes out of the ground next spring. The machin- 
ery, however, could be built this winter, and that, 
too, for less money than the same construction 
would cost in the summer; for so many man are 
out of employment during the winter months 
that skilled labor of the mechanical sort is then 
easily obtained. The desirability of the 
completion of the conduit is conceded on ail 
hands, provided it will perform the work for which 
itis intended. ‘| berefore if the distillers are mov- 
ing in the matter,—and there is reason for believ- 
ing the aforesaid report, —after considering the 
benefits with they are to derive from the improve- 
ment, they are engaged in a good work, and one 
in which they should receive aid from al! those im- 
mediately interested because of location, and from 
the whole North Side for eanitary reasons. 
The machinery could just as well de 
ordered now as hereafter. The city is only kept 
back by the lack of ready money, and it remains 
to de seen whether the Mayor's scheme will after 
% many months meet with any encouragement.
